He’ stated that he is very concerned over the posslb 
that members of the "independent is t" movement, such as members, 
of the Nationalist Party of Puerto Ric#^ {NPPR) andj»of. the 
Ac cion Patriot ica Unitaria (Patriotic Unitarian Action)^APU), 
Will begin a progrsu^o^mfl^jjfajgfressive action" in an effort 
tp disrupt the pleWsorte ^oteywnich will be held Ip J*uer to 
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within the next few months for the purpose of permitting 
the people of Puerto Rico to express their desires as to 
the continuation of the commonwealth status, statehood, or 
i complete independence for Puerto Rico. He stated that members 
of these movements are fully aware of the fact that they can 
command no more than 5# of the popular vote in Puerto Rico 
as being in favor of complete independence for Puerto Rico 
and that, knowing this, they will probably attempt to take 
any action possible which will prevent the majority of 
people in Puerto Rico from expressing their preference for 
commonwealth status. Governor MUNOZ was very emphatic in 
his feelings that this latter status is the desire of the 
overwhelming number of persons in Puerto Rico. Governor MUNOZ 
also stated in connection with this that he sincerely hoped 
that the proper agency of the united States Government, 
referring to the Secret Service, would be most alert in its 
vigilance of President KENNEDY during the next few months 
in view of the fact that the possibility exists that the 
members of the "independent is t" movement would attempt to 
take some action against him of a violent nature in order 
to demonstrate their opposition to the plebiscite vote and 
to attempt to disrupt it. He stated that he had no information 
' indicating that such action would be taken by members of the 
"independent 1st" movement, but he felt that the Secret Service 
should be fully aware of this possibility and increase their 
vigilance over the President, particularly in view of the 
attempted violence on President TRUMAN which took place in 
1950 on the part of members of the NPPR at the time commonwealth 
status was secured by Puerto Rico. 

These thoughts of Governor MUNOZ concerning the 
possibility of violence against the President are being submitted 
to the Bureau in a separate communication enclosing a letterhead 
memorandum suitable for dissemination.

Governor MUNOZ stated that he hoped that the POPR 
would take more "aggressive action" against the leaders of 
the independent 1st movement in Puerto Rico, and indicated that 
he felt that this course of action was necessary in view of the 
indications that member's of this movement were going to become 
more "aggressive" themselves during the next few months. He 
stated that he would be more than willing to insure that 
additional personnel were secured for the POPR if such would 
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be necessary to assist them in adopting a more ’’aggressive 
attitude" toward members of the "independent is t" groups.

Governor MUNOZ also requested information as 'to 
the present whereabouts of JUAN ANTONIG^CORRETJER, the leader 
of the APU and a violent Nationalist. I informed the Governor 
that CORRETJER was presently in New York City and that we had 
received information to the effect that he would be returning 
to Puerto Rico on 8/8/62. Governor MUNOZ was appreciative 
of this information and, although he did not so state, it 
appeared that he thought the return of CORRETJER to Puerto Rico 
might be the triggering factor in the stepping up of the 
activities of the "independentist" movement. 

During this conversation GovernorJJUNOZ also made 
some comments concerning Congressman ADAM^CLAyTON POWELL which 
I thought the Bureau might be interested in receiving . The 
Governor stated that he regards POWELL as completely "immoral" 
and that his ambition is of a reckless type. He stated he 
regards POWELL as "immoral" because he feels that POWELL would 
do anything or say anything which POWELL thought would result 
in benefit or publicity for POWELL, regardless of the consequences 
of his actions or the truth of anything which he might say. 

He also stated he thought it very unfortunate that a man of 
POWELL'S caliber should be the chairman of such an important 
committee in Congress as that of the Education Committee. It 
is to be noted, of course, that there is no love lost between 
the Governor or Congressman POWELL, and Congressman POWELL 
has been very critical in recent weeks of Governor MUNOZ in 
the public press. 

As stated above, my reception by and conversation 
with Governor MUNOZ was most pleasant and I feel that his 
promise of 100# cooperation with the FBI by both his office 
and the POPR is a sincere one. I also gained the impression 
from my conversation with him that he is deeply concerned 
over the possibility of some violence of some nature occurring 
in Puerto Rico on the part of some members of the independentist 
movement which would disrupt or be a disruptive influence on 
the plebiscite vote.

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Sometimes it is necessary for us in the Police of Puerto Rico to get 
in touch with the Economic Development Administration, European Branch, 
with headquarters in Paris, for them to make arrangements for our Gover- 
nor when he has to visit Europe.

A source advised on October 24, 1962, that during 
November and December, 1961, members of the Chicago Provisional 
Organizing Committee for a Marxist-Leninist Communist Party 
(POC) as part of the organization's mass work activity began 
a concerted campaign to promote activity among Puerto Ricans 
in Chicago. In its initial stages this consisted of one or 
two Chicago POC members of Puerto Rican extraction attending 
meetings sponsored by Puerto Rican groups and injecting the 
POC line into these activities. As a result, a small group of 
Puerto Ricans sympathetic to the POC line, were drawn into 
the POC orbit and formed the nucleus of the Committee for Puerto 
Rican Independence (CPRI). 

The stated aim of the CPRI is to obtain independence 
for Puerto Rico, but it is, in fact, an agency by which the 
Chicago POC hopes to extend its influence among Puerto Ricans 
and to promote the POC line. The organization has no 
headquarters and meetings are held in the homes of members, 
with an occasional public meeting being held in a hall rented 
for that purpose. The CPRI is also known as the Puerto 
Rican Committee and the Comite Unificacion Pro- Independencia 
De Puerto Rico (Unification Committee for the Independence of 
Puerto Rico). 

While the stated aim of the CPRI is to obtain 
independence for Puerto Rico, there is no indication that the 
group contemplates the use of violence in reaching its objective. 
Funds raised by the CPRI have been used entirely for administra- 
tive and propaganda purposes and no efforts have been made to 
purchase arms and/or ammunition. There are no indications that 
such plans are , contemplated . POC leaders are using the CPRI 
to further POC objectives and feel that any acts of violence 
would defeat that purpose. The Chicago POC dominates and 
controls the CPRI.

Source advised on July 25j 1962, that he had learned 
that on August 16 and 17, 1958, a national conference was held 
in New York City for the purpose of forming a "Provisional 
Organizing Committee for the Reconstitution of a Marxist - 
Leninist Party." This source also advised on July 25, 1962, 
that the Chicago POC participated in the national conference 
of the Marxist -Leninist Caucus of the old Party and at that 
time the Chicago group became affiliated with the national 
POC. 


This same source further advised on July 25, 1962, 
that the Chicago POC continues as a branch of the national 
POC and is entirely subservient to the national POC, in that 
they receive and follow orders from that body and make 
financial contributions to it.

Provisional Organizing Committee for a Marxist -Leninist 
Communist Party 'also known as the POC * * * was formed in 
August 1958 by a number of Communist Party members who 
were dissatisfied with the trends and policies of the party 
and, while within it, had referred to themselves as the 
Marxist-Leninist Caucus.' 

" 'The leaders and participants in the Provisional 
Organizing Committee group had been expelled from the 
Communist Party on the technical charge of 'disruptive, 
factional, anti -party activities.' 

" 'The POC group is composed largely of extreme left- 
wing elements from the Communist Party. Throughout the 
party's history, there have been contending right- and 
left-wing factions which, in periods of turmoil such as 
the party has gone through in the recent past, have 
fought for control. The POC elements lost out in this 
recent struggle within the U.S. party * * *.' 

" 'The one fact that is completely clear today is that 
the POC group is made up of hard-core, dedicated, and 
extremist Communists who, despite their present differences 
with the Communist Party leadership, are intent upon doing 
all within their power to speed the achievement of the 
goals of international communism.'

A source advised on January 14, 1963, that he learned 
on January 13, 1963, that the Committee for Puerto Rican 
Independence (CPRI) and the Chicago area Provisional Organizing 
Committee for a Marxist-Leninist Communist Party (POC) held 
their planned demonstration in Chicago, Illinois, on January 12, 
1963. The source learned that due to the extremely cold 
weather, only eight or nine persons appeared to take part in 
the demonstration. The group carried tvo signs favoring 
independence for Puerto Rico and distributed handbills in 
Spanish and English advocating independence. The demonstration 
took place between Dorchester and Woodlavn on 63rd Street, 
Chicago. Because only a few people were on the street as a 
result of the inclement weather, the demonstration was of 
short duration and there was no indication that anyone was 
receptive. to the demonstration. The source advised there was 
no indication that Governor Munoz or his party was in the area 
at the time of the demonstration. There was no disturbance 
or interference during the demonstration.

A source advised on January 26, 1959, that the 
APU was formed at a meeting held in Santurce, Puerto Rico, 
on January 25, 1959 , under the direction of RAMON MEDINA 
RAMIREZ, who later resigned as President of the Nationalist 
Party of Puerto Rico (NPPR) on May 3, 1959. This source 
advised on February 19, 1959* that MEDINA recently stated 
he plans for the APU to be backed by the NPPR and controlled 
by him. He said the APU will be presented to the public as 
a pro -independence group which favors peaceful methods for 
obtaining independence for Puerto Rico . 


Another source advised on May 15, 1961, that 
RAMON MEDINA is President of the organization but that 
JUAN ANTONIO CORRETJER is the driving force behind the 
APU and is in control of all policy and organizational 
activity . 


This source stated the purpose of the APU is to 
achieve independence through electoral abstention and 
passive resistance. According to CORRETJER, the first step 
is to educate the people of Puerto Rico to support electoral 
abstention and passive resistance will logically follow. This 
resistance will take the form of a massive strike in which the 
people will refuse to support the present government or purchase 
United States products. 

According to the source, APU leaders do not openly 
advocate use of force and violence to obtain independence for 
Puerto Rico . 

JUAN ANTONIO CORRETJER is a self-admitted former 
member of the NPPR and the Communist Party, United States 
of America, (CP, USA), and a violent independentist who has 
travelled throughout the Caribbean and Latin America during 
1959-1960 propagandizing on behalf of Puerto Rican independence.

On April 30, 1962, a source advised that prior to the 
Spring of 1962, the APU in New York consisted only of one small 
group in Brooklyn. However, in April, 1962, with the assistance 
and approval of JUAN ANTONIO CORRETJER, described by the source 
as Secretary General of the parent APU organization in Puerto 
Rico, the APU in New York was enlarged and expanded by the 
creation of additional APU organizations in Manhattan and 
the Bronx, and the establishment of the APU - New York 
District Junta. 

The APU groups in Brooklyn, Manhattan and the Bronx, 
which are generally referred to as sub-juntas, make up the 
APU New York District. Each of the sub- juntas has its own 
staff of officers and holds weekly meetings. However, 
supervision and control of the three APU sub-juntas is 
exercised by the New York District Junta which was organized 
and to which officers were elected on April 29, 1962. 

CARLOS VELEZ RIECKEHOFF, whom the source described 
as a former leader of the Nationalist Party of Puerto Rico (NPPR) 
in New York, who resigned from the NPPR in April, 19S2, was 
elected as the first president of the APU - New York District 
Junta . 


The same source advised that the APU in New York is 
considered to be an affiliate of the APU in Puerto Rico, is 
governed by the same constitution and has the same general 
aims and purposes as the parent organization.

On June 20, 19&0, JUAN MARI ERAS, Secretary General 
of the MPIPR, advised Special Agents of the FEI that this

Puerto Rico, and officially came into being at the MPIPR 
Constituent Convention on November 23, 1959 , at ponce, 

Puerto Rico. It was fotmied by a group of former leaders 
of the Partido Independentista Puertorriqueno (PIP), a 
former legally constituted political party, who were 
dissatisfied v:ith PIP policies and decided to form a more- 
active organization to indoctrinate the Puerto Rican 
people with the ideal of Puerto Rican independence. 

Although the MPIPR does not advocate violence, 
it will accept anyone who believes in Puerto Rican 
Independence regardless of his beliefs on the use of 
violence provided he agrees with the MPIPR Declaration 
of Principles. The organisation contains both Nationalists 
and Communists within its membership, but does not assume 
responsibility for actions they may take not sanctioned by 
the group . 


Speaking on behalf of himself and his organization, 
MARI BRAS said the MPIPR does not currently advocate violence 
as a means of obtaining Puerto Rican independence only 
because he felt that violence would be ineffective against 
the power of the United States Government. MARI ERAS stated 
he believed in the right of a people, specifically the 
Puerto Rican people, to use violence to obtain their 
freedom if and when the circumstances are such they 
could possibly be successful in their effort.

The Governor advised that he is quite concerned over 
the security which will be afforded President BETANCOURT w hil e 
he is in Puerto Rico, pointing out that BETANCOURT Is a prime 
target of assassination by communists, Castroite -Cubans, by 
pro-Trujillo forces and by other political forces throughout 
the world. He stated he desired to review with those present 
the security arrangements which had been Bet up for the protection 
of President BETANCOURT while he was in Puerto Rico. I immediately 
, informed the Governor that the FBI had no jurisdiction with 
regard to affording of protection to President BETANCOURT while he 
was in Puerto Rico. I told the Governor, however, that the 
FBI was aware of the visit of President BETANCOURT and was 
cooperating with the POPR by furnishing any Information to them 
which might be received or developed by the FBI bearing upon 
the security of President BETANCOURT while he is in Puerto Rico. 

I also informed the Governor that I was aware of the fact the 
POPR had made extensive security arrangements for protection 

I of President BETANCOURT while in Puerto Rico. Col. ROIG and 
other officials of the POPR then discussed in great detail 
the security precautions which had been taken to protect 
President BETANCOURT while in Puerto Rico. 

While* it appeared that Governor MUNOZ was satisfied 
with the security arrangements effected by the POPR, I noted 
that he appeared to be extremely apprehensive over the possibility 
that some act of violence might be attempted against President 
BETANCOURT while in Puerto Rico.

CARMEN MIRANDA related that according to MARI BRAS, 
one United States Congressman hearing testimony described 
Puerto Rico as "a very frail, defenseless child" and the Uhited 
States could not cut Puerto Rico free and "let this child 
go out of the house alone", MARI BRAS supposedly answered 
ttKht the difference was that the Puerto Rican "child" was not 
in the United States’ house but rather that the United States 
was in the house of the "child" (Puerto Rico). 

MIRANDA continued that the unknown Congressman was very 
condescending and patronizing to MARI BRAS but the latter was, 
nevertheless, very pleased with the way he had handled his 
testimony, MIRANDA felt that "they" had really "smashed" 

Governor LUIS MUNOZ MARIN (who had also testified at these 
hearings on 5 / 16 / 63 ) and "they were not through with him yet". 

(The inference here being that the arguments laid forth by 
MARI BRAS destroyed the testimony given by Governor MUNOZ MARIN.) 

MIRANDA stated that MARI BRAS, during his trip to 
Washington, D.C., had undoubtedly been accompanied by GABRIEL 
VICENTE MAURA and JOSE ANTONIO GONZALEZ GONZALEZ, MPIPR officials. 

MIRANDA stated that MARI BRAS had returned to Puerto Ricc^ 
via New York, after his trip to Washington, D.C. 

The above was not set forth in a letterhead memorandum 
since the accuracy of the information is unknown, and MIRANDA 
was relating the situation as seen according to JUAN MARI BRAS.

For the information of the Bureau, there has 
considerable agitation in Puerto Rico for the past few months 
on the communism issue. The San Juan daily Spanish language 
newspaper "EL MUNDO" has been carrying on a campaign against 
various pro -independence organizations in Puerto Rico, and 
in many loosely reported articles has labeled these organizat 
as being communistic in nature. The Republican Statehood Pa 
which Is the opposition party to that of Governor MUNOZ, has 
taken up the issue and it appears that the subject of "commun 
in government" and communism generally, will be the political 
issue in the 1964 elections scheduled for November. As a re 
of speeches made by Republican Statehood Party representative 
and the newspaper articles in "El Mundo " many letters to the 
editor? of the various newspapers have been published, a&d much I 
excitement has been generated over the communism In Puerto Rice/! 
issue. r*'’ 

£ 

As the Bureau is also aware, the Communist P£#fty 
Puerto Rico is a very negligible organization with a total , 
membership of only 1 2. There are, however, individuals; wit 
c^mraunistDaclcgrNninds and ideologies who are members of various 
of the pro -independence groups, particularly in the MoVimlento 
Pro Independencla de Puerto Rico (MPIPR) and in the Federacion 
de Uhl vers ltarios Pro Independencla (FUPl). 

On 4/7/64 I was requested by Mr. LUIS LABOY, personar 
secretary to Governor MUNOZ, to meet with Governor MUNOZ at 
6:30 P.M. on 4/8/64 at La Fortaleza. I spoke with Governor MUNOZ 
for 45 minutes in his residence at La Fortaleza, and on my arrival 
he?; advised me that he desired to check with me certain information 
which he had with regard to the status of the various pro- 
independence groups in Puerto Rico, and with regard to the issue 
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SJ 80-140 


of "communism" . it was obvious that Governor MUNOZ is quite 
irritated with what he feels is strictly a political attack 
against him in the form of the communism issue. 

He then proceeded to review for me information which 
had apparently been supplied to him by the Police of Puerto Rico 
(POPR) as to the estimated membership of the pro -independence 
organizations. I was quite surprised at the accuracy of the 
figures which he recited to me, because they coincided most 
.closely with this office's own knowledge as to the membership 
strength of these organizations. Governor MUNOZ stated, after 
concluding the recitation as to the membership strength of 
the various organizations, that he did not feel that communism, 
as such, represented any danger to Puerto Rico. He classified 
the newspaper campaign of "El Mundo" and the campaign of the 
Republican Statehood Party as "witch hunt". He pointed out 
that some people in Puerto Rico have pointed to the rise of 
CASTRO in Cuba as an example of how communism can take over 
the control of a Latin American country. He stated, however, 
that he feels that the situation with regard to Cuba prior to 
CASTRO's take-over and Puerto Rico are entirely different and 
I distinct. He stated that CASTRO is a "product of BATISTA", 
land that there will never be a dictatorship like BATISTA2rln 
I Puerto Rico. He also advised that he feels the economic growth, 
and the strong middle class which has been engendered as a 
result of this economy, work against any possibility that 
communism can become the ideology of a large number of the 
Puerto Ricans. He also pointed out that the close ties of 
Puerto Rico with? the U.S. would work against the possibility 
of communism ever becoming successful on the Island. 

In response to his question, I advised Governor MUNOZ 
that I felt that his estimate of the strength of the various pro- 
independence groups was quite accurate. He then asked me if I 
felt that the FBI and the POPR had sufficient coverage on the 
PCP and the pro-independence groups as to be aware, generally, 
of their activities. I advised him that while no law enforcement 
agency was ever satisfied with Its coverage, I knew that the 
POPR had excellent sources In all groups and that between the 
POPR and the FBI very excellent Information was being developed 
as to the activities of the various groups. 
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SJ 80-140 


Governor MUNOZ then asked me if I had any information 
\ to indicate that Cuba was operating any espionage agents in 
Puerto Rico. Not wishing to disclose our interest in the Cuban 
espionage network which is presently under investigation by 
this office, I replied by advising him that I thought it would 
be naive on the part of anyone to think that Cuba did not desire 
to have some type of espionage network in Puerto Rico. I did 
not, however, give any further reply to his question and in no 
way disclosed the investigation which we are presently conducting. 

Governor MUNOZ expressed himself as being concerned 
on the possibility of violence or acts of terrorisms taking 
place in Puerto Rico, either during the forthcoming elections 
in November, 1964, or at the time when the Pletfecite, as yet 
unscheduled, takes place. He stated that he feels there is a 
distinct possibility that acts of terrorisms might take place 
in an effort on the part of some of the pro -independence groups, 
acting either on their own or at the inspiration of CASTRO, 4 * 

to disrupt the elections or the Please ite and to 
frighten people away from the polls. It was his feeling, however, 
that such planned violence would be learned about in advance by 
either the POPR or the FBI, and that any vandalism or violence 
which might succeed in taking place would be of a negligible 
nature. I told Governor MUNOZ that the FBI was aware of the 
possibility and was making every effort iii cooperation with 
the POPR to determine information In advance of such activity 
taking place. ' 

y <• 

After a considerable period of discussion, most of yy 

which was on the part of the Governor, he then brought up what 
I feel was the real purpose of our meeting. He asked me if it 
I] would be possible for me, under the policies of the FBI, to issue 
a public statement to the press to the effect that communism 
does not represent a danger in Puerto Rico, and that the POPR 
and the FBI were well in control of the situation and well informed 
on the activities of persons of a subversive nature. 

I told Governor MUNOZ that it would not be possible 
for me to issue such a statement. I advised him that he himself 
had pointed out that the issue of communism in Puerto Rico was 
a political manuever and I did not feel that the FBI should take 
any part by issuing a statement of that nature. He stated that 
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he did not think that I would he willing to issue such a statement, 
hut he desired to clarify in his own mind what our policy would 
he on the matter. 

Governor MUNOZ has always impressed me as a master 
politician. It is my feeling that he believes that he and his 
administration are being politically hurt by the present campaign 
csrcted on by "El Mundo", and by the Republican Party, and that 
it could well cost his administration votes during the forthcoming 
election. I feel that his request to me is an indication of 
Just how deeply he feels his political image has been injured 
by the campaign with regard to communism. He did, however, 

I accept my refusal to issue such a statement in excellent spirits, 
and the discussion was completed in a very cordial vein. 

I do not feel that any information should be given 
to Governor MUNOZ with regard to our investigation of theCuban 
espionage network in Puerto Rico, as we have refrained from 
doing so far, because he would very possibly make public such 
information if he thought it would benefit him or his administration 
politically. 

As an indication of Just how much Governor MUNOZ is 
concerned about the issue of communism in Puerto Rico, I learned 
several days ago that he has assigned LUIS PASSALACQUA of the 
Puerto Rican State Department to make a study of the various pro- 
independence organizations in Puerto Rico, as well as the PCP, 
in order to furnish him with definitive information as to the 
numerical strength, their aims, purposes and contacts, and their 
effect generally on the people of Puerto Rico. It would appear 
that Governor MUNOZ intends to utilize this material as rebuttal 
material for the attacks against him by "El Mundo" and the 
Republican Statehood Party. 

I will continue to be most circumspect in all my 
dealings with Governor MUNOZ, and the Bureau will continue to 
be advised of any contacts I have with him.

On the afternoon of 4/27/64 I received a telephone 
call from the secretary to Governor MUNOZ requesting that I 
see the Governor Immediately. Accordingly, I called on the 
Governor and talked with him for approximately 35 minutes. 

Upon greeting me he advised he had not been Informed by the 
POPR of any details concerning their raid on MAPA, and that 
Colonel SALVADOR T. ROIG, Superintendent, POPR, was unavailable 
for consultation by the Governor since Colonel ROIG was in 
Moca leading the Investigation of the POPR into the shooting. 

( Governor MUNOZ then requested that I brief him concerning 
MAPA, its members and officers, and that I furnish him whatever 
details I could concerning the raid oonducted by the POPR. 

Accordingly, I furnished Governor MUNOZ a resume of 
the organization, activities and aims of MAPA, the identity y 

of their officials and also furnished him what details I had ^ 

concerning the raid conducted by the POPR, as well as the \\ 

identity of the member who was shot and killed, the one who j t 
had been captured, and the one who escaped. f 7 * 
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Governor MUNOZ was very appreciative of this 
information, and indicated to me that he had called upon 
me for this assistance because he was unable to get any 
authoritative details from the appropriate officials of 
the POPR. 


After briefing Governor MUNOZ he again indicated > 
to me his awareness of the fact that some of the fanatic s' 
independentist groups and Individuals in Puerto Rico represented 
a distinct threat to the safety and well being of the President 
of the United States. He stated that the resistence shown 
by the member's of MAPA when the cave occupied by them was 
raided by the POPR officers was an indication that some members 
of independentist groups in Puerto Rico had no respect whatever 
for authority, and he pointed out that he feels that it is 
a distinct possibility that some Puerto Rican imbued with a 
fanatic desire for independence for Puerto Rico may take 
advantage of the fact that the U.S. presently has no Vice- f 
President in order to attempt to assassinate President JOHNSON. 
He stated he felt th at E jaegldent JOHNSON should be. warned of 
tjils possibility and encouraged to take all security measures 
possible on any trips made by him. 

Governor MUNOZ was advised that as far as the FBI 
was concerned whenever information was received by us indicating 
that some individual might constitute a danger to the President, 
the Secret Service, which have the primary responsibility for 
the protection of the President, was advised of the identity 
of this individual. Governor MUNOZ was also informed that his 
comments would be brought to the attention of our Headquarters 
so that the headquarters of Secret Service could be informed 
of them. 


It is suggested that the Bureau may desire to bring 
to the attention of the head of Secret Service, Washington, D.C., 
the comments and feelings of Governor MUNOZ.

For information of Bureau and receiving offices. 
Colonel ASTOL CALERO (NA), head of La Fortaleza detail of 
POPR and chief of security guard for Governor MUNOZ, advised 
on 5/19/64 that Governor MUNOZ will be visiting in the 
United States in the latter part of May and first part of 
June, 1964. 


Col. CALERO stated that present plans call for 
Governor MUNOZ to leave San Juan, P.R., via chartered plane 
direct to New York City on 5/29/64. He will stay in NYC over 
the week end of 5/29*30,31/64, and then will go to Washington, D.C 
on 6/1/64, where he will remain until 6/5/64. His present plans 
then call for him to go from Washington, D.C., to Jersey City, 

New jersey, on either 6/5 or 6/6/64 in order to participate in 
the Puerto Rico parade to be held in Jersey City on 6/6/64. 
Thereafter Governor MUNOZ will participate in the Puerto Rico 
parade to be held in NYC on 6/7/64. His present plans call for 
him to return to Puerto Rico following the parade on 6/7/64. 
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Col. CALERO advised that as yet he has no information 
as to where Governor MUNOZ will be staying in either NYC or 
Washington, D.C. Col. CALERO also advised that there is a very 
faint possibility that the trip of Governor MUNOZ from San Juan 
to NYC on 5/29/64 may be by way of Miami, Florida, instead of 
directly to NYC, depending upon availability of airplane 
transportation . 

Col. CALERO advised that he will be accompanying 
Governor MUNOZ, and he will contact the appropriate FBI field 
offices immediately upon the arrival of the Governor's party 
in the respective cities.

Prior to Governor MUNOZ MARIN's arrival in New 
York City on 6/3/64, Spanish-speaking informants and sources 
were alerted to immediately advise:: Newark Office of any 
plans or activities of Puerto Rican Independence groups or 
individuals who might plan public demonstrations. The 
Puerto Rican parade in Jersey City, N. J. , was held 6/14/64, 
and not attended by the Governor. On 6/4/64, arrangements 
were telephonically made by Newark with New York agents 
handling liaison with Governor MUNOZ *s party to be of 
assistance if required. While most Puerto Rican Independence 
activities take place in New York City area, the Newark 
Division through Spanish-speaking informants and sources 
will remain alert to activities in the New Jersey area.
